of the enterprise that the scheme is the 
most important railway project mooted 
la the Amtrican Northwest, as the line, 
If built, will tap a large number of im¬ 
portant gold fields on the way to D« w ^ 
son City, all of which are now practic¬ 
ally inaccessible, and consequently im¬ 
perfectly developed. Without railroad 
comtauuication these fields will all re¬ 
main aa they are to-day owing to the 
enormous cost of the transportation of

The 70 yearn* sfian of life allotted to 
mankind by the Psalmist fall* singularly 
wide of the actual facta tin England, at 
any rate), as reTealed by the tables of 
mortality. a*>s Tit-Bits. 

According to the best orientations w# 
find, instead of 70. that but little more 
than 40 yearn ia all that the average 
child bora into this world can expect to 
Uve. But th* rsalmiat is not *u far 
“out" as this would seem to show, for 
It must he remembered that the first few 
years of life are the most trying of all 
for nine-tenths of humanity, and that 
when these have been weathered tb* ex¬ 
pectation of life materially in create*, al¬ 
though not to such an extent aa the 
older authority would hava us lo believe. 

At four years ok! the average male 
child can expect to live another 51 years, 
ike fcuialn 5S years; this ia the longest 
▼lata of future exicteoee permitted to 
humanity. 

The proportionate death -eat* of hu¬ 
ms u beings between birth and the age 
of one year old ia only equalled after 
the age of 80. That ia to say, out of 
every seven chiidreu bora, only six sur¬ 
vive their first year: whilst out of seven 
person* attaining the age of 80. only six 
live to see 81. • __ 


military service. The importance at¬ 
tached to this particular tim* of life ia 
justified by the tables given In Whita- 
k*r'a Almanac, -which show it to be the 
age at which a man baa lived just 
slightly more than two-thirds of hia 
life. 

His expectation of life is then exactly 
22 years; a woman's at the same period 
is slightly more, vis., 24 years. It Is au 
interesting fact that throughout, iu the 
statistic* of the race toward the grave 
which we are all raujung. and which ia 
probably the only one that oobobdy 
wanta to win, the fair sex beat* us by 
lagging behind.

Out of 300 chil¬ 
dren who are 13 years old to-day, only 
one will fail to reach his (or her) four¬ 
teenth birthday. Up to this age there la 
a steady decline In the death rate, and 
here, aa already stated, it reaches its 
minimum. Thenceforward k begins ns 
steadily to riee until the low rate of the 
period 13 to 14 is doubled when th* 
twenty-first year has been completed. In 
other words, ad each group of 150 per¬ 
sona who. oo the same day. attain the 
age of 21, one will die before the rn .Vt 
year ia over.* After this year the death 
rate still goes on increasing; in fact, if 
we can imagine a group of 1.000 (or any 
number of persons) all of the same age, 
no year, after the fourteenth, passes 
without thi# group pay tug a greater pro¬ 
portionate toll of human lives than it 
did in the preceding one. 

At 31V4 in the case of males, 32»4 in 
the .case of females, life's meridian la 
reached. The person who attains this 
age can expect to live exactly the same 
■umber of years as ho or ahe has al¬ 
ready lived, ia a word, the past and 
the future meet on equal terms, and It 
is rather gruesome to reflect that aj- 
rendy in the early thirties we enter into 
-what is, statistically speaking, the de¬ 
cline of life. For henceforward we 
must expect a shorter span of future life 
than the span we have already enjoyed. 

The age of 45 Is remarkable in some 
ways. Oliver Wendell Holmes con¬ 
sidered it the taming point between ma¬ 
turity and old age. A whty Franck 
Writer came to practically the same 
conclusion in calling it 'Tag* de tout le 
atomic" (everybody's age), whilst in tbb 
days of the Roman Empire 45 waa the 
■ge when a man was released from 


For Instance, at 20 a 
tnnn may expect an average of MW4 
years more of life. At 80, however. In¬ 
stead of 2JH6 years, we find, by the ac- 
turial tables, that he may expect aa 
much as 32 yearn.
